water is an accomplished fact.

This convention also endorses the
plank relative to the raising of th
valuation of taxes and a corresponding
lowering of rates in this State adopted
by the State convention, in order that
jNevada may stand better abroad and
invite instead of repelling capital seek
ing investment, and pledge our legisla-
tive nominees to vote for these re-
forms.
